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3 d (Secret - GLC) Met with Bill Woodruff, Senate Appropriations 
Committee staff, and briefed him on a number of current intelligence 
items including: the removal of SAM sites from Cuba, railroad lines in 
China, Naval facilities in China, and the status of Soviet vessels previously 
in or around Cienfuegos. 

Woodruff is now much more relaxed about the problems the Senate 
encountered in the conference on the Defense Appropr ia tions bill , but 
said next year he intends to see to it that any language which goes into 
the military authorization bill is clearly tied to the funds to be covered. 
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
